Today the tumult dies; the campaign ends. To- 
morrow the public must declare itself.

How many good citizens of late have complained 
of evils in government, high taxes, bad laws, and 
corruption? How many have even questioned our 
system of government? To such as have, this 
call to decency is addressed. If they fail to vote, 
and vote on the side of decency, they prove that it 
is not our system of government which-is wrong, 
but our citizens. The man or woman who is in- 
different at such a time fs a liability to the nation, 
to the community, and to his or her children and 
friends. In government, as in no other phase of 
life, silence gives consent. 
The forces of evil always vote. 
The issues are clear. No one need be deceived or 
in doubt. For the state it is Smallism, a word 
coined naturally for its felicity in combining in two

We live on a farm and have hot water 
heat; after using this a while we no- 
ticed that our furniture was becoming 
loose, and chairs, etc., would come apart,

quired, it doesn’t meké much showing,

To make horseradish bytter, add two 
ounces of grated horseradish to a quar- 
ter of a pound of unsalted butter, 
Knead the two thoroughly together, 
and add a few drops of lemon juice.

We are thinking of the white- 
tail deer of the northern woods, which 
sure has a tough time during winter.

But deep snow 
means a great handicap to the animals 
in their traveling and not infrequently 
affords the wolf a chance to get in his
